Cracking of Tree*. 


The catalpa never shows the "sere 


and yellow leaf" in autumn like the 
snmae, hard maple, etc,, for the rea- 
son that ita lea res are caught in a 
green, unripened state by tbe first severe 
frosts. 
In one night their bright green 


is turued to a dingy black. This sad- 
den check gorges the cambium layer 
and new wood of the stem with water. 
An excess of water swells the proto- 
plasm of the cells to each an extent as 
to rupture the inelastic bark, and in 
trees where the cell structure of the 
wood is not ripo the crack will extend 
into the wood often with a noise like 
en explosion. This often occurs in the 
fall when it is not cold enough to stop 
plowing. 
Sometimes we have much 


loss in nursery iu this way with varie- 
ties not fnlly ripe when the first frosts 
como. 
Sometimes indeed it injures 


very bardy varieties. In such cases the 
swelling of the protoplasm comes from 
fhe water absorbed at the ground sur- 
faco when coinbised wet and cold come 
together in autumn. 
The cracking of 


cherries and pears comes from the same 
cause—that is, by absorbing water on 
wet days, causing an expansion of the 
protoplasm. 
With trees the best treat- 


ment is to cover the rapture with moist 
clwy anrl then \vrap to exclude the air 
as much as possible.—Iowa State B.eg- 
ister.

Amendments to the Tariff Bill—Bland'8 


Bill in the House. 


WASHINGTON, February 8.—In the 


Senate, Wolcott presented a resolution 
for the sabmisbion of a constitutional 
amendment prohibiting States from 
denying suffrage to any person on ac- 
count of sex. 


Sherman presented a memorial from 


the wool-growers against the Wilson 
bill, saying the Finance Committee had 
refused the wool-growers a hearing, and 
requesting that the memorial be print- 
ed. So ordered. 


Wolcott presented several amend- 


ments to the tariff bill. 


In the House, Bland moved to go in- 


to Committee of the Whole to consider 
his silver seigniorage bill. Lost for 
lack of a quorum—166 to 6. Eeed, as 
before, led the filibustering with var- 
ious dilatory motions, but the matter 
was finally brought to a vote as above 


Filibustering continued and the indi- 


cations were this afternoon that Blanc 
will be unable to get up his silver seig- 
niorage bill in its present form on ac 
count of filibustering. 


A quorum was finally secured in the 


House—177 to 4, and the House went 
into Committee of the Whole on the 
seigniorage bill.

A WAR VESSEL WRECKJSU. 


Pieces on 
Goes to 


Reef. 


WASHINGTON, February &—lieuten- 


ant Brainard teleglaphs the Navy De- 
partment from Colon that the war 
vessel 
Kearsage was wrecked on 


ioncidore reef February 2d. The of- 
loers and crew were saved. The Kear- 
aage, by last report, sailed from Hayti 
for 
Blueflelds, Nicaragua, to 
look 


after American interests in connection 
with the trouble between Nicaragua 
and Honduras. It is supposed the 
vessel is a total wreck. Ihe vessel was 
one of the oldest in the Navy and had 
a splendid history. 


Koncidore reef is about 200 miles 


from 
the Mosquito coast, Central 


America. It is well known to mariners 
as a dangerous impediment to naviga- 
tion and is surrounded by swift and 
dangerous tides. It is not known how 
Lieutenant Brainard reached Colon, 
but it is presumed the shipwrecked 
crew may have reached Old Providence 
Island, some 75 miles to the leeward of 
the reef. 


A cablegram was at once sent to 


Brainard to charter a steamer and pro- 
ceed to the relief of the crew. Some 
time ago the officers of the Canal Com- 
pany were wrecked on the same reef. 


Admiral Stanton was on the Kear- 


sarge. When the steamers New York 
and Detroit were sent to Bio the Kear- 
sage was made the flagship of the North 
Atlantic squadron, arid Admiral Stan- 
ton, after making his peace with Secre- 
tary Herbert 
over the incident of

Belief can reach the ship in less 
time than that. 


Opium Seizure. 


PHOENIX, A. T., February 8.—The 


United States Marshal's deputies this 
evening made a seizure of ten flve-tael j 
cans of prepared opium in a Chinese j 
store. The cans had been refilled and j 
old stamps pasted on them, and more j 
seizures are expected before morning. 


It is believed that an immense 


quantity of opium has been smuggled 
during the last year into Phoenix, and 
Collector of Customs Webb has been 
working up the case for months. 


Five hundred empty opium tins were 


ately sent from San Francisco to 
Yuma, disappearing on reaching the 
atter place. The customs authorities 
nave evidence showing that a strong 
combination exists in this city for the 
smuggling of opium and Chinese over 
;he Mexican border.

WASHINGTON, February 8.—The possi- 


ble attitude of the silver Republicans 
with reference to the tariff bill has 
been the theme of considerable talk 
about the Senate since the Wilson bill 
reached that body. Inquiry develops 
the fact that they will without excep 
tiou oppose the bill for two reasons 
They are protectionists in principle 
and some of them think if the tarifi 
could be allowed to remain as at pres 
out it would be in the interest of silver 
They argue that if the tariff is changed 
and hard times continue many will be 
disposed to find in this change the 
cause of the depression, whereas, if the 
tariff is allowed to remain as it is and 
times do not improve it will at once 
become apparent that the tariff had 
not caused the dullness of trade and 
people may be led to believe it was due 
to the scarcity of money. While, how- 
ever, the silver Republican Senators 
will not oppose the bill, tney will vote 
against it and will make special efforts 
to defeat clauses bearing upon the 
special interests of their respective 
States. It is probable that some of 
them will not aid their Republican col- 
leagues in securing delay upon the pas- 
sage of the bill.

Silver Coinage 
Representative Abbott's 


Ideas. 


WASHINGTON, February 8.—Repre- 


sentative Abbott of Texas introduced 
a bill for the coinage of the silver in 
the Treasury on a new plan. The Sec- 
retary is to coin into standard silver 
dollars or minor coins not less than 
two million ounces per month of silver 
purchased under the Sherman act, coin 
certificates issued under that act to be 
redeemed in either gold or silver, ac- 
cording to which metal is held in lar- 
gest quantities in the Treasury, and 
the Secretary is to issue coin notes to 
the amount of the seigniorage of the 
Sherman act. The plan was appar- 
ently devised to place gold and silver 
on an equal footing.

Peixoto Orders Presidential and Con- 


gressional .Elections. 


Rio DE JANEIRO, February 8.—Presi- 


dent Peixoto tells the World corre- 
spondent that he will issue to-morrow 
a decree ordering Presidential anc 
Congressional elections for February 
26th and that the state of siege' will end 
on that date. 


There is much confusion among the 


rebels because of this latest move on 
the part of President Peixoto, and it is 
calculated to remove all cause for con 
tinuing the war.

Murdered by liamlits. 


SAN Louis POTOSI, Mexico, February 


8.—Louis T. Lawrence, a mining man 
who came here from 
Pennsylvania 


about 
eighteen 
months 
ago, was 


murdered and robbed by a band of 
robbers near Guadalcazar, a small 
town northeast of here, news of the 
crime being brought here to-day. Mr. 
Lawrence was on his way to the city of 
Tulus, in the State of Tamaulipas, and 
left here about a week ago in company 
with another American whose name is 
unknown here. 


The body of Lawrence was found by 


the side of the road terribly mutilated 
with knife wounds. It is supposed that 
his companion was carried off to the 
mountains by the bandits, who will 
hold him for ransom. 


Crackesinen Make a Haul. 


DESHLFB, Ohio, February 8.—The 


Bank of Deshler, a private concern 
looated on the main street of the town 
was robbed by professional crakesmen 
last night of $7,000 in gold and green- 
backs, besides $500 and a large quanity 
of stamps belonging to the postofflce. 
The building was badly damaged by 
the explosion, and this will make the 
total loss nearly $30,000. Many papers 
and considerable money not taken were 
ruined by the explosion. Owing to the 
robbery the bank was unable to trans- 
act business to-day, but the officials 
say they will resume in a few days as 
soon as the damage is repaired. 


Mississippi Hanging. 


JACKSON, February 8.—Will Parvis, a 


whitecap, was executed at Columbia, 
Miss., to-day. Parvis' crime grew out 
of a whitecap outrage. The victim was 
a young Marion county farmer named 
Will Buckley, who worked one season 
and with money earned studied medi- 
cine. The next employment of a negro 
farm laborer brought whitecap ing with 
which Parvis was connected. Buckley 
went boldly to court and testified, se- 
curing the conviction of several of the 
accused. 


Parvis swore vengeance, and about a 


year ago Buckley was shot down at 
night while on his way home. Circum- 
stantial evidence pointed to Parvis aa 
the assassin and he was convicted.

BARBOUKSVILLE, Ky., February 8.—

Mount Pleasant: Dr. William Nolin, a 
prominent physician, entered a barber 
shop in which was John Turner, the 
leader of the Turner side of the famous 
Howard-Turner feud in Harlau county.

Then Will Turner, an 
uncle of John, appeared, and he and 
Nolin worked their way into the street, 
fighting with knives.

perate struggle Turner was killed.

Now York's Unemployed. 


NEW YORK, February 8.—Mayor Gil- 


roy has received from President Seth 
Low of the Columbia College a tabu- 
lated census of the unemployed of New 
York taken by the police. The returns 
show that in 48,681 families visited one 
or more persons were out of employ- 
ment. The families consist of 206,701 
individuals. Of these 78,023 were re- 
ported to be busy at work, and the 
actual number out of work is said to 
be 67,280—52,592 males and 14,688 
females. 


To the question, " Are you in need of 


assistance?" 59,311 answered "Yes" 
and 9,370 "No." 


American Canned Goods Barred. 


PARIS, February 8.—La Petite Repub- 


lique Francaise says the Minister of 
War has decided that canned goods for 
the army in future shall be exclusively 
of French 
manufacture. 
Hitherto 


they have been furnished by Ameri- 
cans, who held a monopoly of the bus- 
iness. The change will increase the 
cost of goods to the Government 130 
per cent. 


SENATOR STEWART voted for the re- 


peal of the Federal elections bill. When 
called to account for his action by 
Senator Chandler, the Nevadan replied 
that many things which were neces- 
sary after the war and during the per- 
iod of reconstruction are not required 
now. 
States must assert their rights;

United States Senate has sent the 
JOURNAL a number of circulars to agri- 
culturists, merchants, manufacturers, 
merchants, labor 
organizations of 


working men, importers and manufac- 
turers, with a request that publicity be 
given them in the columns ot the paper 
with a suggestion to the parties inter- 
ested to make reply to the interroga- 
tories direct to the Finance Committee 
of the Senate of which Hon. D. W. 
Voorhees is chairman. 


CIBCULARS OF IN'QUIBY. 


The circular states that in former 


years when the question of tariff was 
uppermost in the consideration of the 
people, circular letters were addressed 
to merchants, importers and others, 
making inquiries as to the character 
and amount of their business, prices 
and wages paid, rates of import duties, 
etc. 


The replies to such interrogatories 


furnish valuable statistics and other 
data and materially aid in legislating 
upon the subject of customs duties. 


QUESTIONS FOB AGRICULTURISTS.

mation, the Committee on Finance 
submit to you the following questions, 
which they trust you will formulate 
replies to, adding such general or spec- 
ial matter as you may be possessed of, 
and which, in your judgment, will be 
of value to the Committee:

3. What would be the effect upon 
your product of a reduction of duty on 
imports of all kinds ?

5. To what extent does your State 
export agricultural products ? 
6. What competition does such ex- 
ports meet abroad ? 
7. To what extent, in your opinion, 
are the prices and character of your 
products affected by the manufactur- 
ing industries of your State ? 
8. Have your living expenses increas- 
ed or decreased during the past four 
years ? 
9. Please give your views on the 
proposition to restore sugar to the 
dutiable list. 
10. Do the present duties benefit, in 
any respect, people engaged in growing 
agricultural products and staples; and, 
if not, how can they bo so modified as 
to produce this result ? 


11. State, generally, anything which 


you believe would be useful to the 
Committe in preparing tariff legisla- 
tion. 


The Committee are desirious that 


your reply shall give a full expression 
of your views, and not be restricted to 
merely answering the questions cate- 
gorically. At the same time it is de- 
sired that your answers shall be con- 
fined to your own business and be 
stated concisely.
